COUNT VAY DE VAYA RETURNS. 

Monsignor Count Vay de Vaya, whose 
visit to Canada two years ago ia still 
vividly fresh with all those who had the 
privilege of contact with this interesting 
personality, is yp in Canada, and will 
shortly be in Alberta. 

Count Vay de Vaya is an Hungarian 
nobleman who was a few years ago a 
soldicr and courtier at the Austrian 
court, He is still a comparatively youth- 
ful man, and full of onthusiasm and en- 
ergy for the mission work to which he 
has mainly devoted his life since he took 
the orders of priesthood. 

When in Canada two years ago he first 
visited Tord Grey at Rideau hall, re- 
newing an old friendship that dated back 
to Lord Grey’s youth, when hie father 
was in the diplomatic service on the 
continent,

Monsignor de Vaya wants to meet the 
Hungarian settlers in Canada whilst on 
his way to Corea, and will look ug those 
in Alberta province. 

The Count is on his way to Corea to 
lay the foundation of an hospital and 
orphanage on the shores of the Sea of 
Japan, for the care of sailors, principal- 
and orphanage have been erected at the 
personal expense of the Count, who has 
set aside for that purpose the funds re- 
ceived from his literary work, covering 
a period of two and one half years. The 
object is to provide proper care for the 
sailors who are attacked by typhoid and 
other fevers, and who very often suc- 
eumb to disease owing to lack of treat-

Count Vay de Vaya, in addition 
to his work for the advancement of civ- 
ilization among the Hastern 
leeply interested in the 
question, and in the spiritual welfare of 
the alien laborers. 

Two years ago he sailed from the town 
f Fiume, in Hungary, on board an im- 
nigrant ship, bound for the shores of 
America. [le acted as chaplain to the 
immigrants and lived on beard with 
them to study the question from their 
point of view. The vessel carried 2,400 
Hungarians bound for the United States. 
His experiences on this exceptional jour- 
ney appeared in an interesting article 
last in the Monthly Re- 
view, and has been reprinted in the Re 
view of Reviews and the Living Age, be- 
sides various continental papers and 
nagazi nes,

“WITH WHAT JUDGRENT YE 
JUDGE.” 

A few days ago Mr. W. H. Benhett, 
M.P. tor East Bimeoe, gave parlia- 
ment his) version of a western land 
transaction which came to light dur- 
ing the investigation of the Insur- 
ance Commission, and which has 
since been the subject both ef com- 
ment in the press and of allusion in 
the House. ‘Owing to these references 
Mr. Bennett deemed it advisable or 
necessary to give the House an ex- 
planation of his connection with the 
transaction for the purpose of show: 
ing that his course had been one 
fairly open to any man, whether 
member of parliament or not, and 
therefore in no way disqualifying him 
as the representative of a constitu. 
ency. 4 . 

Mr. Bennett's statement of defence 
as reproduced in Hansard reads: 

Now, in the fall of 1902 I happened 
to be in the province of Manitoba 
and the North West Territories. On 
that oceasion I saw on every hand 
signs of enterprise and opportunities 


for investment in land, and I think | 
T had a perfect right to invest in 4) 
dollar’s worth of land as well as any- | 


body else. I was accompanied by 
some gentlemen who are members ot 
this House—the hon. member for 
Prince, P.E.1.. (Mr. Lefurgey), the 
hon. member for King’s, N.B., (Mr. 


Fowler), Mr. Rufus Pope, formerly a | 


member of this House, and other 
gentlemen whose names | need not 
mention. 1 saw people investing in 
lands right and left; the opportunity 
Was open to everybody. In the town 
of Edmonton I received from a friend 
a list of lands in what was known as 
the Vermillion district as a desirable 
quarter. I had resolved to buy 10,000 | 
or 20,000 acres of land, and IT was 
prepared to pay $10,000 or $20,000 for 
it. While discussing on the train 
this question of investing in land 
with the other gentlemen, we agreed 
to go into it together, and afterwards 
we met and arrived at an undesstand- 
ing. It was this, that the hon. mem. | 
ber for King’s N.B., and Mr. Rufus | 
Pope, who evinced a disposition to 
take up the work, should proceed to 
the North-west and arrange for a se- 
lection of the land. They made sever 
al trips to the Northwest. They 
perused the field notes on the land 
and paid for the information derived 
from parties who were supposed to 
be posted, and as a result we did ac- 
quire land in the Northwest to the 
amount of 200,000 acres. On a certain 
day a demand was made by the 
Canadian Pacitic Railway Company 
that a certain amount should be paid, 
amounting to $11,000 a share. Mr. 
Pope, who was acting primarily as | 
manager of the concern, wired to me 
that this $11,000 was to be forthcom- 
ing on a certain day, but that $6,000 
of each man’s share were paid on 
thente deers a week or two afterwards 
for the other $5,000. ‘I 
_ wv,ow to send, and I forth. 
with sent it to Mr. Pope. Before 
the remaining $5,000 was due or pay- 
able—and J had it in my possession 
to pay without favor from any per 
son—I was apprised that it was not 
necessary for me to make a further 
payment, because the lands had been 
sold at an advance of $1 an acre; and 
to this sule we all assented. Now, 
my name has been bandied about dn 
this connection by irresponsible men 
on the street and by some equally 
irresponsible men in this House; but 
I have nothing to take back from 
what I have done in this regard. 
With this statement of Mr. Ben- 
nett’s no one will quarrel, That the 
syndicate has as good a right as any 
one else to buy land is not question- 


ed; and that having bought it they | 


have the right to sell it again at an 
increased price is quite as unques- 
tionable. Mr. Bennett and his asso 
ciates have not been assailed and 
will not be assailed for having sold 
their own property for more than 
they paid for it. , 

That Mr. Bennett poses before the 
House as o man abused for having 
gold the land for more than it cost 
him evidences either that he has 
fuiled absolutely to grasp the point 
on which crit cism is raised against 
him, or that he sees the point only 
too clearly for his own comfort and 
seeks to evade or uvoid it by valiant- 
ly denying what has not ben 
charged.

The following is the position taken by 
the Northwestern Gas & Oil co., Limit- 
d, with reference to the extension of 


heir franchise which they are now ask- 
ing from the city council : 

rrom the earliest time of which we 
have any record natural gas has been 
snown to exist in the country north of 
tdmonton ,and there has never ceased to 
ve a body of men in the community who 
veld the opinion that natural gas could 
‘ye found in this vicinity. 

The belief of these men was such that 
n the early nineties they were able to 
‘ring sufficient pressure upon the Gov- 
‘rnment of Canada to have them fit out 
\ gas prospecting party and send them 
‘o search for gas in the country north 
f here. The government fitted out 
his party at great expense and the re- 
‘ult has been that gas was found to exist 
n immense quantities at Athabasca 
anding, Victoria and especially at Peli- 
‘an Rapides, The prospecting by the 
jovernment then ceased and further 
vork was left to private enterprise. 

FORMATION OF COMPANY. 

In the year of 1908 the faith of these 
nen for the natural gas possibilities of 
he country led them to form a com- 
pany, the project of which was the pros- 
pecting of the Edmonton district, and 
after much trouble a franchise was pro- 
oured from the city of Edmonton which 
allowed the company the right to drili 
for gas and lay mains for its distribu- 
tion, As the expenses of this enterprise 
were likely to be great and the results 
problematic, the company obtained the 
xclusive right to handle natural gas for 
he city; and also the right in case, af- 
er the mains were laid and much ex- 
vense incurred and the natural gas sup- 
ily diminished, that the company have 
he right to supplement the natural gas 
with artificial gas. This clause was not 
nserted for the purpose of excluding 
Ahers from supplying artificial gas, but 
2 secure the capital of the company 
‘rom being lost if natural gas failed af- 
er a period of years. 

FIRST GAS TO GO TO CITY. 

The city’s interests were ably protect- 
ed by the city having the right to first 
sas produced for the use of their munici- 
val works and also by having the right 
o purchase at short intervals at the val- 
1e of the plant as decided by arbitra- 
ion. Also any individual had the right 
o sink a well for private use, the city 
ilso having the same right. 

When this agreement is carefully con- 
tidered it will be seen that as far as the 
1onopolistic features are concerned the 
ity’s position is strong and that they 
tlso have the remedy in their own hands. 
(n view of the risks that the company 
tre taking less could hardly be granted 
and still leave the capital with the pro- 
ver speculative security. 

FRANCHISE NOT EXCLUSIVE. 

There is one point that is exceedingly 
aard to get the public to realise and that 


is, that the reasons for the company un- | 


dertaking this work is any other than 
the direct gain from the sale of gas. The 
fact is, however, that the men forming 
chis company are those with the great- 
st interests at stake in the city, and 


that the benefit that they expect to de- | 


rive from this is simply the indirect one 


which will be shared by all, property | 


wwners and others, who will benefit by 
he development of the natural prod»:cts 
of our country and especially of the Ed- 
nonton district, The shortness of the 
term of the franchise and the frequent- 
y recurring intervals at which the city 
an purchase the rights of the company 
ntirely nullify the force of the term 
‘exclusive.” 
CAUSES OF DELAYS. 

Up to the present time the company 
1ave put down two holes, one to 1100 
‘eet and one to 1600 feet. The first hole 
vad to be abandoned on account of in- 
urmountable difficulties and work on 
thes econd has for some time been de- 
ayed on account of the expert leaving at 
a very inopportune time. However, up 


to the present the company’s parole has | 


always showed men drawing pay. 
HAVE FOUND GAS. 

It is very hard to give an idea of the 
sreat difficulties that have to be dealt 
with in these deep wells in new coun- 
‘vies, and although this country shows 
vromise as regards natural gas, the drill- 
ing has proved very difficult and al- 
though the company have found gas in 
both wells put down, they have exceeded 
che time limit of the franchise. 

GAS CO. A GREAT ASSET. 

Under these conditions things should 
be made as easy as possible for the Na- 
tural Gas Co., seeing that the city’s in- 
terests are protected os they are in the 
franchise. The company has spent much 
money in this venture and is prepared 
to spend more in order to provide the 
city with cheap fuel. The advantages 
to the city and district due to the find- 
ing of natural gas is great, as such an 
asset would add much to the prospects 
of our already rich country, and if in- 
surmountable obstacles are placed in the 
path of this development a great set 
back will be given to prospecting for 
oi] and gas because after the difficulties 
of this company no other concern is like- 
ly to enter upon the task for many years. 

ITS FUEL VALUE. 

Natural gas has a great fuel value and 
can be used as a fuel generally on ac- 
count of its low price, and as such would 
greatly fortify and reduce the expense of

Would the

day, was not altogether satisfactory. In 
October, 1892, notice was issued to all 
and sundry the lease holders in the coun- 
try that on December 31, 1896, their 
leases would be finally cancelled, but 
preliminary to that they would be per- 
mitted to purchase ten per cent. of their 
lease holds, at $2 an acre. Incidently 
it was mentioned that this course was 
taken for the reason, among others, that 
the land that had already been given to 
the leaseholders was now required for 
railways under railway land grants. In 
February, 1893, an order waa

In April, |

Now, in order that we may understand | 
the reasons for the order in council of | 
Uth February, 1905, I may explain that 
up to this point that f have mentioned, 
the grazing leases were granted without 
regard to the quality of the country 
which they covered. That ia to say, they 
were granted !vrespective of whether the 
land was only suitable for grazing or 
whether it was suitable for farming, and 
it was because leases had been granted 
without that discrimination that they | 
had given rise to so much dissatisfaction, | 
and it was consequently decided in 1903 
to cease giving leases at all. By that | 
time the ranching industry had grown 
to be very important, and while tho | 
abolition of the right to grant  lease- | 
holds gave satisfaction to a certain part | 
of the community, it gave a great deal 
of dissatisfaction to men who were large- | 
ly interested in raising cattle and who 
were thereby deprived of the opportunity 
of protecting themselves in carrying on 
that industry. 

Shortly before the grazing regulations 
were suspended in 1903, these regulations | 
which did not discriminate between good | 
land and bad, the Brown application was 
made, and the McGregor and Hitchcock 
applications were piade. These appli- 
cations were based on the allegation 
that, as the land applied for wae’ un- 
fit for agricultural purposes, it was 
right and proper that they should be 
closed leases, that homesteading should | 
not be permitted upon them. The gov- | 
ernment recognized the propriety of 
granting closed leases under such cir- 
cumstances provided the circumstances | 
were thoroughly established. Several 
members who are familiar with the con- | 
ditions in the West have spoken to-night, 
and I think I can include the hon. mem- | 
her for Alberta (Mr. Herron) in that | 
number, who ugree that wherever the 
conditions were such that the land was 
not suitable for agricultural Purposes | 
then it wae right and proper that it | 
should be granted under closed lease 
rogulations for the grazing of cattle. 
It was on that principle and in that be- 
lief, and under those circumstances that 
an order in council was passed granting 
2 closed lease to H. I’, Brown, J. M. Me- 
Gregor and Arthur Hitchcock, But there 
had to be a good many preliminaries 
zone through before the department 
could be satisfied that there were pot 
other claims for the land, and that the 
land was of the class mentioned, and be- 
fore these preliminaries had heen gone 
through the grazing regulations were 
suspende?. There was then no author- | 
ity to grant leases to these gentlemen, al- | 
though the government had decided to 
grant them leases, Therefore in Decem- 
her, 1903, a special order in council was 
passed providing for the granting of 
‘losed leases to these gentlemen of the | 
areas in question, on the ground that it | 
was sound public policy to grant a closed | 
lease for 21 years to men engaged in the 
rattle industry, providing it was estab- 
lished that the land was not suitable for 
wricultural purposes.

On February 15, 1903, regulations were 
nade which adopted the principle of 
hese special orders in council in favour 
ot McGregor, Hiteheock and Brown.

SAYS MALCOLM. 
McKENZIE, MeLEOD 


Statement. Gives True , Facts Which 
Were Distorted by Calgary Her- 
ald and Reflected on the 
Member From Mcleod 


“Montalbettie came to me in the or- 
dinary course of business and asked me 
to act for him, but stated that he was 
a poor man, and that he had nothing

On the contrary, in the 
absence of evidence to the contrary, I 
must assume that the declaration was 
prépared entirely on the representations 
made by Felix Montalbettie, and there is 
no evidence before me to warrant me 
‘oming to the conclusion that either 
McKenzie or McNeill had any reason for 
believing at the ti:ne the declaration 
was prepared or lodged in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior that any part of 
these representations were untrue.” 

“The report of Mr. Justice Wetmore 
was returned to the Exchequer Court, 
and a motion was made for judgment 
upon the same before Mr. Justice Bur- 
bidge, the Judge of the Exchequer Court 
of Canada, and Mr. Justice Barbidge’s 
judgment and his masons for the same 
are also an tece d in the Exchequer 
Court.
